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Laſt of all, were the Princes adviſcd to conſult vpon the 
meanes of maintaining a ſtanding Army, and of the reſtoring 
of Martiall Diſcipline ; and of the manner of laying, and of le- 
vying the Impoſitions.

paſſages of the moumtaines in the Gri/ons © Countrey, ſhould 
be layd open as before. None of which Lawes verily are 
of thatnature, that for the ebtaining of them, there was any 
need

need to diſtribute the quiet of ſo many Nations, to expend 
ſuch valt treaſures, andto ſhed the bloud of ſo many thou- 
ſands. 

The Treaty with the Ezg4f5 Ambaflador, and the Prince 
Palatines Procurator , although it cameto no head; yet 
thereby way was obtained | for Prince Frederiche to finde 
Grace : and that thoſe parts of his Dominions which are in 
the Spaniards hands, are now to be quitted vnto him: and he 
hath the liberty yet left him, to fulfill the Conditions offered 
him at Mulhanſen.: And thus, (which God turnetoagood 
end, ) doe we owe vnto Guſtavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, 
Goths, and Vandalls, that we are not vtterly deſpoyled of ons 
Armes, nor too ſtreightly curbed by the Elefors ; nor, final- 
ly, made the tenants of the Clergy. 

For when as inthe heate of theſe contentions yet conting« 
ing, newes was brought, both that the Baron of Dhona was 
come away from Dantzack, without any hope of a Peace : 
and that the King of Sweden had already landed an Army in 
Pomerlandt ; made himſelfe Maſter of Stern, and at the Ka 
time putthe Imperia/iſts to flight ; Ceſar, ſuppoſing that to 
bean occaſion to be made vie of; affirmed,that his L-lpiling 
of the Maicltie of the Germane Empire ought to be reven 
vpon him ; and that, that error was tobe reAified by verrue, 
which they had run into * by delaying. Theſe Propoſitions 
of Ceſars werenota little helped forward by aprivate feare 
of the Catholikes : which was, leaſt that not G=/tavas alone, 
( a Prince but of ſmall power ) did thus ſtirre vp the maſſie 
weight of ſogreat a warre ;bu: that there were more of the 
Proteſtants , who out of a hatred to the preſent eſtate of 
things,and a defire of innovacation ; and thoſe,perchance,for- 
reigne Princes too, ſhould be deeply in the plot with him. 
Theſe ( Catholike Princes ) theretore, thus drawne ynro it, 
not ſo much out of their loue voto the Experony, as out of 
their owne feares ; agrecd to the Warres, and aydes againſt 
him. | 
\s, In the meane time ( which thing was cunningly and cloſe- 

ly conveighed , and whereof there had beene no mention 
C 3 made 
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made among any of the heads of the Conſultation) was the 
defigne for the Ele&ion2nd Crowning of the King of the 
Romanes mainly intended : and that by moſt cunning ſollici_ 
tations, and the earneſteſt of their deviſes. E genberg,* a ma 
centinually troubled with the Gowt, for which he ſeldom, 
vcd to come off his bed; gaue particular Viſires vnto th e 
foure Elefors preſent, and vnto the Ambaſſadours of the 
Duke of Saxony,and the Marquefle of Brandenburgh,at their 
ſeverall lodgings : finely inſinuating unto them, how that the 
Emperonr now well in ycares, was even weary of paines-ta- 
king, and was a man ſubic& to many diſeaſes beſides : that 
his affeRion was very good towards the Common-wealth, 
which he was now able to doeno greater ſeruice for, then 
to ſettle in ita good Succeſſor. He put them in minde now 
and then, of the miſeries of a! Inter-regnwn, intimated vnto 
them, the high deſeruings of the houſe of Auſtria; wonder- 
fully ſetting out the towardly hopefulneſſe of King®* Ferdi- 
naxd, 

Tothe fame purpoſe, (for that the Ambaſiadours of the 
twoabſecnt Elettors excuſed themſelues, as having no inſtru- 
&ions or Commiſſion to treat vpon that point) were there 
Letters diſpatched vntothe Elefors them(clues ; yea, the E- 
lettors good will was ſo little doubted of,that a certaine Phy- 
fitian of the Emperours Court,(and he none of the obſcureſt, 
hauing a ſpeciall vaine in Poetry) in a ſet Poeme which 
was printed at Norimberg, congratulated the Father, for the 
Crowne ſet upon his ſonne Ferdinand the third his head, 
nonealmoſt contradiQng it. Vnto which intimation (of E- 
genbergs) they all returned anſwer, magnificent enough for 
words, but empty for reality : highly thanking the Emperony 
for his Care of the Common-wealth, but that the Lawes of 
the Empire forbad them, to condeſcendat this time vnto his 
deſires ; ſeeing that by that Law, the Ee@ors without parti- 
cular knowledge of the Cauſe, could not appoint a Dyet for 
the Creating of the King of the Romanes : and that the full 
knowledge of the cauſe contained many particulars, which 
require both time and ſerious conſultation, Then, that Fravck-

Becauſe even bad Princes, though ſomes 
times they puniſhed ſach as were actually prov'd traytore, 
yet they alwayes too narrowly ſearch not into enery man, 
that was to himſclfe guilty : that they huſht vp many a foule 
thing, by a wiſe diſſimulation, rather then by bringing it to 
open puniſhments. That hee that takes away one enemy, 
makes way for many. That h:e eſpecially who hath any 
thoughtsof Peace-making in him, isnotto take notice of c= 
very thing : for feare leſt the whirlewinds after much adce 
being now ſcarcelayd, ſhould bluſter out againe into a vehe= 
menter tempeſt. That bodies weakned by a fickneſſe, are 
not preſently, againe to bee tampered withall by Phyſicke ; 
but to be recouered with quiet. That ſcarcely can the ati- 
ons of the beſt Princes be defended, much leff2 theirs, which 
are alwayes ſuſpeRted of avarice : That upon theſe gronnds, 
Coſimo de Medic, (a moſt wiſe * Prince,) alwayes left the 
Eſtates of ſuchas were attainted, unto their Children and 
next kindred. Finally, the buſineſſe which of irs owne na- 
ture was gricuous enough, would be made much heauier by 
the ſharking of the Othcers. 

But theſe Comrt-Harpies forſooth, now after that vnder

With what followed vpon it, vntill cheir toyning 
with the King of Swedey. 


e Imperiall Dyer thus ending November }.. 
34 left matters in farre worſe eſtate than it found 
£ 5 them ; for that men perceived now their ve« 
Gy AYE SK ry hopes tobe taken away, as their liberties 
S >. and goods hadbeene before. And the Prote- 
ſtant Princes _—_ themſclnes ſtartled by foure things e- 
ſpecially, perceived it high time now for them to take the 
Alarme, The firſt of the foure was this : that whereas the 
Duke of $xony had in the time of the Dyer written aduice 
vnto the Emperour, of the King of Swedexs approaching : 
the Emperour tells him againe, y he hoped that himſelfe 
(Saxon) and Brandenburg would well ayde him, with mo- 
ney, munition , and other neceflaries, By which anſwer, 
Saxony perceiued anew bill of charges comming vpon the 
Proteſtants next thoſe parts, wherethe King of Swedes was 
landed. The ſecond was this :- the round courſe takenby the 
Emperour for the recovering of the Church-Lands : which 
neither the ZleFor of Saxony was able to ſtay by his Letters 
vnto the Emperonr ; nor the Eleftor of Brandenburg and o- 
ther Princes, with their preſence at the Dyer : but that even 
before their owne faces, daily Commiſſions were ſent out a- 
gainſt them, A third was this ; that rigide courſe (taken by 


aduice 
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advice of the eſaiter ) for Reformation of the Proteftxt 
Charches and Schooles , and the forbidding of the libertic of 
the eAnugnſtane Confeſſion. The fourth was,that Decree of the 
Emperours (-publiſhed foure dayes before the breaking vp 
of the Dyer, though hammered vpon long before?) forthe 
continuance of the Warres againſt the King of Swedes : 
whereas the way had beene propounded and adviſed vpon 
before, how to compound the matter, rather than how to 
continue the troubles. And that which aggravated the De- 
cree for the warres being ; not onely that the Princes were 
to beat the charges of it, but that the levies were tobe layd 
and colle&ed, not by the conſent of thoſe who ſhould pay 
them, bur at the pleaſure of the Imperiall Commsſſaries : for 
the moderating of whoſe power, and repreſling the numbers 
and inſolencies of the Souldiers,notwithſtanding ſome Night 
promiſes werenow made ; yet how far they would be kept, 
was in their owne pleaſures. The Proteſtants by theſe argu- 
ments being not onely made ſuſpitious, but ſenſible too : that 
there were not too many good intentions in the Emperour 
towards them, their Eſtates or Religions ; begin to enter in- 
to a Conſultation for their owne ſatetie. The plot for it was 
layd thus. That whereas there had beenea Conference be- 
ewixt themand the Catholikes at the former Dyet , concer« 
ning the Church Lands ; the further treatie thereupon, was 
referred ynto a Dyer (procured by the C atholikes ) to be held 
at Franckford vpon Mays, ineAnugauſt following; the Duke 
of Saxony ſhould write his Letters vnto the Emperor,(which 
was ſeconded by the mediation of the E/efors of Mentz and 


Bavaria, ) entreating libertic for the Proteſtants to hold a The Emperour 
Dyer by themſelues , in ſome convenient place ; that ſo,by 8r29ts the 
their vnited Counſels they might be provided, for an anſwer 2** 


at the future Dyer of Franckford. 

The Imperial aſſcnt being thus obtained; the Proteſtant 
Princes by their Letters and Ambaſſadours agree the

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tatery Lettersto each of them,layes open the purpoſe of the 
intended Dyer ; fairely communicating the maine propofi- 
tions, both vnto them, and to the Emperour. The contents 
whereof were ; Firſt, to conſult how the Church might 
with a good conſcience be maintained in her ancient liber- 
ties and happy eſtate. Secondly, How to keepe th:ir due 0- 
bedience to the Emperour, and yet preferuethe ancient Con= 
ſtitutionsand Peace of the Empire. Thirdly, How to main- 
taine correſpondency with the Catbolike Princes. And fourth. 
ly, what to anſwer for themſclues both in generall and par» 
ticular, as well concerning the maintenance of the reformed 
Religion, as to the Emperours Edi concerning the Churchs 
Lands, when they ſhould come to meete at the Dyer of 
Franckford, 

The Princes thus inuited, and the time now come; vpon 
the fourth of Febrnary 1631. the Elefor of Saxonyenters 
Leipſich in great ſtate:and the Eleftor of Brandenbargh alittle 
after him. Thither in perſon came theſe Proteſtant Princes 
alſo. Chriſtian (another) Marqueſle of Brandenburgh, Tohn 
wWikiam, and Bernard, Dukes of Saxon-Weymar. Willian, 
Landtgrave of Heſſen, Fredericke Marqueſſe of Baden, Ana 
guſts Prince of eAnhalt. Fredericke Count of Solmes. Tohn 
George, and Erneft Lodowthe, Connts of Aansfeilt, and the 
{depoſed) Dukes of Mecklenburg. Theſe Princes ſenttheir 
Ambafladors. The Dukeof Deaxponts. Iohn Erneflnr another 
Dake of Saxony, Frederick Viricke , Duke of Brux/wicke. 
The Duke of Lunenbarg. The ſeucrall Princes of the Circles 
of Schwaben and Franckenlandt. The Lady of the Abbey of 
Qzedlinburg. The Biſhops Admimſtrators of Mecklenburg, 
and of Bremer, The Counts of Srolberg. The Barons of Ruſs 

ſen and Schomberg. Theſe Townes and States ſend their ef» 
gents alſo. Norimberg, \trasburg, Fraxckford, Lubeck, Bre- 
wen, Brunſwicke, Hildeſhewmw, CMulbuiſen and Northwiſen. 

Duke Lodewick Fredericke, Adminsftrator of the Dukedome 
of #irtemberg was newly dead ; and Duke 1m not yet (et- 
led: and therefore being notable to come himſclfe, he = 
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the Vice-Chancellor of the Dukdome called Doftor Liefler, 
and ſome other Counſellors as Deputies for that Dutchy. 
And theſe be the Proteftant party in the Empire:ſome where- 
of being Lutherans and ſome Calvinſts;they firſt of all agree 
to haue that diſtinion of names (which had cauſed ſo much 
Schiſme and hatred heretofore) to be vtterly taken away: ma- 
king a generall decree, that both Profeſſions ſhould from 
thence forth be called by one name of Evangeliacalls. 

No man was ſuff.red te ſtay within the towne, whoſe bu- 
fineſſe was not knowne : the ſtreers ends were chained vp 
and barricadoed ; guards fer at the ſeuerall ports; and the 
k:yes of the gat2s cuery night broaght into the Dukes cham- 
ber. And all this, was, to prevent Spyes and ſurprizals, 
The Duke Elefor of Saxony (on whoſe greatneſſe and coun- 
tenance, the Party and Action very much depended) makes 


a ſpeech firſt of all, which had reference vnto his former Let« $1xomyes Ora- 
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rers of Inuitation vnto them ; proteſting withall, his owne tion. 


firmeneſſe and forwardneſſe for the peace of the Empire,and 
the maintenance of the Religion : and that he would be ready 
to aduenture both life and goods inthe Cauſe : ſo deſiring e- 
very man freely to gine his Councell m ſuch manner, 'as they 
might be able to render & faire account of it vnto the Em- 
perour. Vnto this mecting the King of Sweden alſo ſends 
his Ambaſadour DoRtor Chemmitine ; who in his Maſters 
name delivers them this aſſurance. That his Maicſties in» 
tentions were no other, than to reſtore the Empire to her an» 
cient peace, thePrinces to their liberties, and to defend the 
Churchin her Religion ; telling them moreouer, how that 
the French King was newly entred into a League with him 
for fiue yeares to come. The Ambaſſadour hai beth ſpeedy 
Audience, and honourable entertainement, The Dyer (cobe 
briefe) brake vp vpon Palme. Sunday the third of Aprilt fol 
lowing. The cenclufions agreed ypon, th:mſelues exprefſe 
in their Letters, in humable and complaining manner, enlar- 
ged in many ſheets of Paper, ſent by an expreſſe' Curryer 
ynto the Empcrour:z- in which their ioynt deſires werethus 
figntficd.

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Theirhueble Their complaint and Remonſtrance, I reduce into theſe 
remonſtrance Propofitions- 
varethe Em- That the Golden Bu#and Conſtitutions of the Empire,had 
——_— of late beene all abuſed. That the Emperours late Edi? for 
reſtitution of the Church-Lands : and his endevonrs to root 
out the Prot-flant Religion, werethe maine cauſes of theſe 
late troubles. The firſt of theſe, breeding jealouſies and dife 
contents betwixr the Proteſtants and the Catholkes : and the 
ſecond,tending tothe vtter ruineof the two EleRors of Sax. 
eny and Brandenburgh.Then they complaine of injuſtice done 
vnto particular Princes and Cities : ſome of which were in- 
Guried, by the violent taking awav of their Church-Lands : 
as the Dukes of Wirtenburgh, and Brunſwick, the Prince of 
eAnhatt ; the Counts Hohenloe, Stolberg, Linpe, Valdecht,Ver- 
thimb, Erpach, &c. The Towne of eAnſburg, and others. 
Some hindered in the exerciſe of their Religion: as Augn- 
fines and Fredericke Princes Palatmes and yonger brethren vn- 
to Wolfgang William,Palatine of Newburg,cow tarned Paprff,

they write ly, of the ſciſure of his Biſhopricke of Hildeſveim : and 
themſclues thirdly, that the chicfe Towne of his owne reſidence, (Wot 
Bargrauei.  Fenburtle) had beene forced to take an Imperiall Garriſon. 
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Others complaine, how they might not haue the benefit 
of the Law ; bur were driven away by threatnings and dif- 
courteſies The Electors and Princes complaine of contempts 
and indignities offered vnto their perſons : ſome of them ha- 
ving beene threatned the Baſtinado by ſome of the Empe« 
rours Souldiers, The Cities and Circles of the Empire com- 

laine, that vndue and exceſſiue Impoſitions and Taxes haue 
cene laid vpon them: not by the conſent of themſclues 
(as the Imperiall Lawes command) bur at the pleaſure of a- 
ny of the Emperours Commiſlaries. That vnder colour of 
proteQing them, they hane beene forced to affoord Quarter 
and maintenance, vnto the Imperiall Armies : who when 
they ſhould indeed haue defended them, moſt cowardly ran 
away. That when they would not endure the ſouldiers in- 
ſolencies, they haue beene declared enemics of the Empire, 
and forbidden to defend themſelues. That their Lands hauc 
beene giuen to Souldiers, as if they had beene Conquered. 
That t hane been forced to contribute to imaginary com- 
ies of Souldiers, (perchance to foure or five) as if they 
beene a compleat band. That the Commiſlaries hane af- 
ſigned Quarters and paſſages vnto the Souldiers, without e- 
uer asking leaue. of the Princes or Conntries, That people 
haue beene tortured for their money;had their Cattell driuen 
away ; their houſes fired; andall Commerce drinen oat of 
their Country. That the Souldiers neither obſerned marriall 
diſcipline, nor morall honeſty : neither keeping the Lawes, 
nor fearing God, That Virgins and women haue beene ra» 
viſhed vpon the high Altars. That if the weekely Contri= 
butions were not paid at the Commiſlaries abſolute 'plea- 
ſure, the ſouldiers then ſpoyled the Countrey. The Mar- 
queſlc of Brandenbnrg complaines, thatnotwithſtanding the 
King of Swedes had two parts of his Country (the old and 
the new Mark : ) yer was he forced to pay a full Contribu- 
tion for the whole Marquiſate. That himſelfe, by the Souk 
diers ſo long lying in his Country , was left fo poore ; as he 
was notable to cntertaine a Garriſon for the defence of his 
owne Palace : —— abridge encn the neceſlary 
| prout- 
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previſions of his owne Tableand Family. That the Souldiers 

entertain'd by the Proteſtants for their owne defence, haue 

beene turn'd againſt them , totake away the Church- Lands, 

That treble more Contributions haue beene raiſed againſt no 

enemy , then euer 'were when the Twrke was in Germany, 

That when the Princes of the houſe of Saxoy , as namely, 
Altemburg , Weymar, and Coburg, had excuſcd themſelueg 

of diſability to pay each of them 1454- Dollars a moneth, 

which the Commiſlary Ofſs had required of them; then Til» 

ly threatned to fetch 1 0000, Dollars a moneth out of them. 

That conſidering all this, they could perceine nothing elſe , 

bur that the Empcrour had intended their vtter ruine : 

whereas he had dealt more gently with thoſe of his owne 

hereditary Dominions. That all this is moſt contrary vnto 
the Oath of the Emperour , and vnto the Lawes of the Em=- 

pire: and for ſuch, hath beene incd vpon, by the ſeuce 

rall EleRors and Princes ; and by them proteſted againſt in 

the late Dyer of Ratwbone. Wherefore they now humbly pee 

rition to be relicued; proteſting otherwiſe, that they areno 

l able to endare it: but ſhall be enforced to defend their

And thus the Dyes being ended vpon Palme. Swnday, with a 
Sermon: Saxony diſplayes his D efenſine Baer; beats vp his 
Drummes,begins his Levics:and ſo at their comming home, 
doe the reſt of the Princes. 

Theſe Concluſions and Reſolutions of the Proteſtants , 
were nota little boggled at, at Court ; didnot ſlightly dil- 
pleaſe the Emperour ; and ſtartle the Catholike Leagwers., 
with their Adherents. The Proteſtants heare of it on both 
cares : For this, they are both by words and writings, both 
threatned, and reuiled : yea theirnew League and {trength., 
wereby ſome Confidents , not alittle ſcoffed and ſcored ar. 
Burt they that hadbeene vſcd to hard deed3 before, were ſuf- 
ficiently hardned againſt foule words, now; they were not 
to be diſcouraged this way : they did their buſineſſe, and let 
the others talke their talkes. Things going thus on ; it was 
by the middle of «34ay cucry where perceiued , How that 
theſe Leaguers of Leipfich , were now in very goodearneſt. 
For now vpon the _ of Magdenburg , the Proteſtants 
ſtrongly ſulpeRing by the inhumane crueltic there vſcd by 
the Imperiahts ; that it was nota heate of warrealone, but 
that there was a Coare of malice diſcoucred init: not an Im 
wr. but a Popſþ ſpite, vnto that City, aboue others : for 

ing becne one of the firſt that harboured Luther and his 
Religion: they begin to make it their owne caſe; fearing that 
for their Religions ſake , all they were likely not tobe much 
better vſed. Some therefore of the neighbour Princes (thoſe 
namely of Saxony and Swaben ) demand of the Cities of 
Um and Memmingen,&c. (cituate in Swaben,and neer by the 
River of Danubiws ; (which were of the Proteſtant League 


with them)toentertain for Garrriſons ſome of theſe new le» - 


vied Forces. Aſemmingen conſents : but Pim being a greater 
City,relics ypon herown ſtrength. Theſe things being done, 
Command is giucn by the Emperour vato Eggon Count of 
Farſtenberg, 
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Furflenberg, (appointed Generall for the Circle of Swabey) 
to imploy thoſe 8000. (lately come out of tay, after that 
the warres of Mantua were ended) together with ſome 
eight or ten thouſand more,againſt thoſe Townes aforeſaid, 
Furſtenberg preſſes ſo hard vpon AMemmingen;that about the 
beginning of /wxe,he enferceth it to renofice the new league, 
and to purchaſe the Etmperors pardon,at the rate of 50000, 
Florens ready pay : and 2g000, monethly Contribution. 
The Proteſtants League being now noyſed abroad, and ano- 
ther meeting at the latter end of fay,at the ſame Leipfich in« 
tended; thither come the Ambaſſadours of England, Sweden, 
Saxony,and Brandenburg:There is the vniting of their forces 
with the King of Swedex propounded, butnot concluded : 
onely the paſſage of Firtemberg heretofore denyed him by 
Saxony, is now deſired againe, to be open for his Army. Mr. 
Tily, about the ſame time, diſpeeds a meſſage vnto Saxony ; 
with overtures of apeace ; promifing ſhortly to come him- 
ſelfe, with ſufficient Commiſſion to confirme it. This being 
ſaſpcRed to bea plot, either to divert or ſtagger thereſolu- 
tion of the Dake, or atricke to gaine time ; and that Tiles 
Commiſſion might perchance be in his ſcabbard;the meſſage 
was notaccepted:notwithſtanding that Tify did in mid-wne 
DO come in perſon indeed ; and at Oldfleben had trea» 
ty with the Dukes Ambaſladours. 

When this would. not doe, and the Emperour by the

of keeping out of Tilly. Having gotten intelligence there. 
fore, that the Count of Furſtenberg (now joyned with Til- 
4 ) was by him ſent as a Vantcurrier into Hal ; and that 

e made proviſions of Bridges ; the Duke fearing that his

For no ſooner doth 
Farſtenburg perceive his deſigne for Torgan defeated ; but 
thitherward marches he with 3000, foote, and 1 500. horſe, 
Firſt, therefore, he takes in Marſenburg ; Tily going towards 
Weiſenſels, and other places about Lerpfich : befieging even 
the Towne it ſelfe. Andnow there was no remedy : Saxony 
muſt ioyne, or beloſt : upon the 2. of September therefore he 
thoroughly condeſcends unto the King of Swedens Propofi- 
tions. And thus hane we brought Saxoxy and Br andenburgh 
intothe King of Swedevs Army. Turne webacke againe un- 
tothat King, to ſhew by what degrees and approaches, hee 
gained thus farre into the Empire.

But Gaſtavws having found favour and 
liverty, ene day to'got a hunting ; diſguiſes himſelfe, and 
c:capes: after many dangers arriving in his owne Countrr, 
Anno 1530, About which time the ſaid King Chriſtrerr, 
contrary unto his promiſe made umto the Swedes upon their 
ſubmiflion (upon which hepromiſed to remit all offences) 
beyond all examples of Chriſtianity; within foure dayes after 
his Coronation, cauſes all the Nobility, Gentry, Biſhops, 
Counſellers, and prime Citizens of the Kingdome of Sweden, 
to _" OED or beheaded : the ſtreets of Storkholme 


where ctowned, torunne with bleud : the carkafſe; 
tolye dayes unburicd, and then to bee burned, &c. A- 
mongſt the number of the maſſacred, the Father of Gufavmu 
was one When G»favxs had once heard of this hideous 
newes ; hee having that winter time gathered ſome ſmal 
company together , excireth the Swedes to vindicate their 
Country liberty. In the valourous ſucceſſe whereof, him- 
ſelfe having beene a chiefe Author, is in the yeare1523, by 
conſent of all the States of the Country,choſen King. Hethug 
eleRed, refuſeth to be crowned : contenting himlelfe onely 
with the title of Gavernoxr. By authority -of which dignity, 
Amno 15 27. he ſummons a Parliament ; where he propounds 
the Reformation of Religion; in which finding much oppoſi- 
tion, andlittle hope ; he urrenders the Kingdome unto the 
States againe. The Landthus brought unto a ſtreight, ham- 
bly beſeech Gufevas, once againe to accept the Kingdome. 
Thus was hee Crewned, Amo 15 27, becomming the firſt 
Proteſt «nt King, that ever was in the world. This ſame yeare 
was C— Charles Dake'of Barbon. This Guſtauns 
from the time of his Coronation raigned 33 yeares. 


Eric the eldeſt ſonne of Gufavr ſucceeded his Father 
Amne 15 60. who reigning eight yeares, dyes without if- 
ſue, 

John, the ſecond ſonne of Guftarme ſucceeded his Brother, 
Arno 1568. . Reigned 24, yeares. His onely ifue was Sigi/- 
. axed, choſen in his Fathers life time (viz. 1587.) King of 
Poland,and is yet living.

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+ Sigs/mund King of Poland, facceeded his Father lob , in 
the Kingdome of Sweden, Ame 1593. He tooke an oathro 
maintaine the priviledges of the Kingdome, to admit no 0- 
ther Religion then that of the Angufane Confeſſion ; and to 
bring in no ſtrangers. Which he palpably now viola- 
ing; firſt, by going about to alter the Religion ; then by 
or Line th to enſlave Sweden ,' by making: it to be a Pre. 
vince of rhe Ki of Poland: Anne 1599. he was in a 
full aſſembly of the States of Swedew, rejeRed and depoſed; 
and his ſoane Ladiſleav (then an Infant) choſen in his place : 
But withthis Condition, if within ſixe moneths he were ſent 
into Sweden , there to be brought up in the Proteſtant Reli- 
on.

This brave Prince having the laſt three'yecres, had-firſt a 


warre with the Pole, and then a Peace; was by the complaints = 


and invitations of the German Princes, the next yaere brought 
over into the Empire«' You bave before heard of the muſeries 
of Germany : and yet had the Proteſtant” Princes in their Dyer 
of Leipfich; beene modeſt in their Rewonſffrance : they had not 
told you all, Straleſnmar and Stetin, Mecklenburg, and Pomere 
land, were ſo heavily oppreſled, ſo ſorely over-haid; that they 
had not breath enough left, tobe heard figh, ſo farre as the 
Emperours Court, A ſound (we know ) is uſually conveighed 
further along the water, then overland : which may (per- 
chance ) be one of the reaſons, why their complaints are ſoo- 
nerliſtned vnto_ in Sweden, then at Viems, Theſe Maritime 
people, therefore, finding no reliefe aſhoare ; are forced to 
fetch their ſuccqurs, when they uſually did their Merchan- 
dize; out of the Baltick Ocean,” The King of Sweden is allyed 
with Begiſlers, Duke of Stetin ; and with Toh» eAlbert and 
his brother, Dukes of CMecklenboarg : is confederate with 
Strale/wnd; and Pomerland;; and therefore likelyeſt to be their 
Friend. His ſafety, mach. depended ypon theirs: Had the Em- 
peroar beene Maſter of thoſe Ports and Sea-coaſts ; he would 
neither have-beene ſo faire a Merchant: to him ; 'and might 
Withall have prooved a more dangerours, and over-maſlterly a 
neighbour, Againe, this King vow havingagood peace; had 
therefore theþcrrer {eifures His rmy being vot yet caſhiar'd, 
the reliefe would not:akogether be (o chargeable.

That the quarrell was firſt begun by the Em- 
perourz who in the late warres of Pruſſia betwixt Sweden 
and Poland , had prohibited the King of Sweden to make any 
Levies of men, or proviſion of vittuallsor Ammunition in 
Germany ; apparently granting the ſame liberty vnto his e- 
nemy the King of Poland.

den : too neere unto which he perceived the Emperour to be 
now ne. os no good intention. That if peace and 
fafety might on thoſe parts be aſſured, hee would no further 
enter into the Empire. 

Theſe Complaints Aggrievances, and Provocations of the 
King of Sweden, were in faire and reſpefull manner, by Let- 
ters firſt preſented unto the Emperour : .and when that courſe 
brought no redreſſe, then for juſtification of his proceedings, 


. andby way of Apology, were the Circumflances enlarged, 


and the whole printed for the world to judge upon, and thar 
all indifferent Readers, might there receive an account of the 
Cauſes, which at length conſtrained him to mooue with an.

Theſe Reaſons much ſatisfied the world, made the pre-

Before the Kings ſetting foote within the Empire, hee in 
April ſends forth his gracious Declaration of his intent, to 
maintaine Straleſunder, &c- W hich the Emperour might welt 
take for a Herald at Armes to proclaime his comming, and fo 
have prevented it ; and not complaine afterwards (as he did) 
that he ſtole in upon.

Immediately ''* = _ 
hereupon, his Majeſty gave order for the landing of the onar abcny 
Foote or Infantery : which wasdone in great Sloopes,or flat tothe Welt of 
bottom'd Boates, provided for that purpoſe : whereof each the Oder. 
one would carry an hundred Souldiers,with two Field-pieces. 

His «9 ajefty himſelfe in perſon landed firſt, at that Dorp or 

Village in the Ile of Y/edewze, called Pennemandt: being at that 

preſent waited upon by two Swediſh Earles that iwere Bre- 

thren ; Grave Nees, and Grave Toachim, by name. The King 

being landed, immediately kneelesdowne and prayes ; after 

which taking a ſhovell in his hand, he fals to digging for the 

caſting up of a trench : and ſoafter hin, doe all the reſt in 

their turnes : the one halfe, ſtill Iabouriongupon the trench ; and 

the other halfe, ſtanding to their armes. Next him, were 

hnded Colonell Zity, Colonell (ag, and Colonell Hay/< 
fon, all Swediſh, withtheir Regiments. Next to them, landed 

the Lord Reay, Colonell ; rogether with Colonel Spence, and 

Colonell Magdowgall, with their three Scottiſh Regiments. 

Laſt of all lanked ; Lord Falkenbargh : Lord Marſhall of his 

Maieſties houſhold ; together with Colonell Hf, and Colo- 

nell Derickſo», with their three Regiments of High-Datch- 

men. Alltheſe eleven forefaid Regiments, were landed, and 

entrenched before day-light. Yoo the ſecond of Tuly, after 

the Souldiers had alittle repoſed and refreſhed themſelves ; 

his faiefty commanded the Cannon, baggage,'and vials to 

belanded : and becauſethe Army had beene ſo long at Sea, he

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Wolin onthe Eaſt, Vpon the fourth of 1#ly, twcluetroopes 
of the Kings Horſe, together with three thouſand Musketti- 
ers; wefit out upon a party : the King himſelfe commanding 
them. They marched upwards three miles, into the Ile of 
Uſedome ; where they ſaw divers troopes of the enemies, but 
all of them ranne away. The 5d. and 6, dayes were ſpent in 
hearing of Ambaſſadors, frem the Dukes of Mecklenburg, Po- 
meren , andthe Towne of Straleſandt, Onth 7. day, bis 
Majeſty leaving Colonell Kniphanſen (then Sergeant-Major- 
Generall) with two Regiments of Foote to defend the works 
at Pennemundt; Himſclte wi eſt of the Army , paſſing 
over the water on the W Ile; marches up to the 
Towne of Woelgaſi. Here ha& encmy a ſtrong Sconce on 
the water-ſide, dircRly againſt the Caſtle upon the Ile of 7/7*- 
ame : Which Sconce his Majeſty thought fitteſt to be firſt al 
faulted. As he marched towards this piece,the Crabats falling 
out , begun the Skirmiſh with the Kings Horſe : who being 
preſently ſeconded by the Foot, conſtrained the Crabats to 
give ground with great lofſe, Thoſe of them which were not 
Lilted' 

they thoughtro ſwim overunto the Caſtle ) were all miſera- 
bly drowned. Thoſe within the Sconce, thus perceiving their 
fellowes misfartune :- in great haſte, retyred into their boats :- 


where being hardly charged by the Kings men , the moſt of 
them,were alſo drowned.

making towards a Horne-worke, that was then abuilding,, 
within a Musket-ſhot of the Dukes Pallace. W hiles this was 
a doing , all the Ladies and Gentlewomen , werein the win-

e. Allthis while, there appeared not any one man ont of 
the Towne, to make any defence : which the King now ob- 
ſerving, atlaſt ſends a Trumpet towards the Ports, to de- 
mand Entrance. This meſſage made knowne unto the Duke ; 
a Colonell, who had the command of ſome 1200, Muſ- 
kettiers within the Towne, is ſent to parly with the King, 
His meſſage was, an aſſurance from the Duke his Maſter, 
that he had reſolyed to Nand Newter.. His Majeſty nothing 
contented with this meſſage, ſendsthe Colonell backe againe 
vnto the Duke ; commanding him to tell his Maſter from 
him; that hee was not comne into Germany for any private 
ends of bis owne ;but ſent for, by him eſpecially, and other 
diſtreſſed Princes, that by force of his Armes, they might 
be free fromthe yoake which lay ſo heavy upon their neckes ; 
and therefore, great reaſon had the Duke to open his Ports, 
and to receive him into his Towne.- Andthis if the Duke re» 
fuſed ta doe ; hebad the Meſſenger affure him, that he would 
enter it, by a breach made through his Caſtle : giving preſene 


order thereupon, to have the Canon mounted. The Duke up-- 


on thereceipt of this roand meſlage, adviſes with his Coun- 
cella while : who having concluded what was on the ſad- 
den-to- bee done, the Portis opened; the draw bridge let 
downe zand the Duke in his Coach ifſues our, waited u 


pon , 
by ſomeGentlemen or Hotſe-backe : addreſſing himſelfe dis 
recly towards the King. Vpon the meeting, mach confe»- 


rence paſſaes about ſurrendring of the Towne, the King preſ- 
ſing, and the Duke excuſing : altogether defirous to hand

therward : and that when the draw bridge was let downe, 
and the Ports ſet open for the Dakes Coach ; to enter the 
Towne together with it; and if it were poſſible, to make

good the Port. The Lord Reay having cnough of his inſtru. $!etix finely 


Qions, ſo diſpoſes his Muskettiers (which were Scottih) that **- 


two hundred of them marchr before the Coach ; and muſt 
needs therefore enter before the Dukes Coach could : fo that 
this piece of ſervice was done, even as the King would have 
it. Thus the Lord Reap being entred within the onter Por , 
the Towne Garriſon retyred from thence within the inner 
Port: and the Scots cntring pell-mell with them, that Port was 
alſo taken. By this did the King preſently enter the Towne, 
with his whole Army. The Duke ſeeing this, diſmiſſes his 
owne forces, which he had till then there kept in Garriſon : 
who thereupon tooke preſent oath and pay , for the Kings 
ſervice, 

Thenext morning the King commanded Sir Tohn Bawnier 
General of his Infantery,totake with him 600. Swedy/b Muſe 
kettiers, vnder the command of Grave loachim, and 600. 
Scottiſh Muskettiers , under the Command of the Lord Reay; 
to make anaſault upon the Towne of Damme, lyinga mile to 
the South-eaſt of Sterin , on the other fide of the Oder, The 
Towne had on that ſide, but one approach vnto it;and that was 
a narrow cauſcy leading thorow the Mariſh , upon which the 
Towne ſtood. Theſe 1 200. men now advanc't almoſt as farre 
as a Sconce, which guarded the end of the Towne; a Cou 
Bvore comming up to the Commanders, proffers them his ſer- 
vicets lcade them a ſecret way thorow the Mariſh: by which 
meanes, they might more cafily fall on,upon the other ſide, un» 
perceived. Butthe Burgers of the Towne, (whoit ſeemes had 
intelligence with the Kings forces ) now (ending unto them : 
defired them to have the patience but to ſtay untill night, 
and then they promiſed to give them entrance by a private 
polterne gate. This delay was cunningly projected. by the

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Towneſinen; and ſerved them to very good purpoſe : for had 

the Kings forces taken the Towne by aflault, then, by the Law

Thus, (upon whatreaſons or feares, I know not ) the » 
enemies Garriſon conſiſting of. ſom: two hundred and fifty | 
Mauskettiers, and forty horſe , forſooke the Towne that very | 
evening : taking their way towards the next Towne of Star- 
gard, 4. leagues tothe Eaſtward.

Towne of Stargard,the King having good intelligence;inſtant- 
ly ſends thither. But whether it was that he thought not fit too 
farre to give truſt unto thoſe Burgers , and to adventure his 
owne men upon their honeſties; (eſpecially ſince their Garri- I 
ſon was thus lately reenforced : ) ſure it is, that he employed £ 
none of his owne men, but committed the charge unto that \ 
Colonel and his people, who had laine in Garriſon in Sterin, I 


before his Maieſties comming thither, Their Colonel knowin u 

the Country perfeAly , came by night upon the Towne : an li 

having given advertiſement unto theſe Burgers within , with 1 

whom Tie had correſpondency ; they ſecretly opening a Pore L 

unto him, give him preſent entrance, He thus got in, preſently T 

cuts inpieces the Corps dz guard, which had the Watch upon b 

the Market, or Parado-ing pace.

Since therefore the King had paſt his Royall 
word, to bea friend, and not a foe, unto all places which he 
ſhould recover: he profeſſes himſclfe willinger to entruſt his 
Countrey in the Kings hands , then to hazard thelofle of all, 
Fourreene Articles the King and Duke then agreed upon; 
of all which , theſe two chiefely concerne our Story\, 1, That 
this warre was onely for defence of the wronged , and not to 
injure the Emperour, 2, That all places recovered by the King, 
ſhould be reſtored unto the Dake, An excuſe beſides theſe ten 
former reaſons, is by the Duke cnt unto the Emperour: which 
with the reſt of the Articles we lcaueto be read in the Eng/i/þ 
Printed booke of them, 

Stetin being thus agreed with the King, willingly gives 
him 50000.Rixe Dollars,and the Countrey as many: The Mere 
chants alſo granting him a ſubſidic of Tonnage and Porn» 
dage, of threeand a halfe , per Centwm, The King takes care 
firſt, for the guarding of the City: to which end it isnot one» 
ly fortified with new and ſtrange workes , but with a ſtan« 
ding Leaguer, or Campe-royall alſo; formed at the Town- 
bridge, on the caſt banke of the Oder; over which, thenoble 
Guſtavus Horne, Field-Marſhall to his Maieſty, in his abſence 
commands in chiefe. And here the Army being muſtered, and 
paid; is ſent abroad uponthe errand they came for : and that 
one place might not helpe another, hee with feverall troupes 
falls at once upon ſeverall-picces. To ſhew what every trou 
every day did, were to a write a Diary, not a Story;and to rake 
away the pleaſure of the reading. In a continued narration, 
therefore, will we proſecute the Story of every City, and 


AQion by it ſelfe, from the beginning tothe end of it : and” 


then goe backe againe to another : taking each in his order of 
place, andtime ; that the Kings proceedings may the more 
cleerely be diſcerned, 

By this time,are we come to the middle of A»gnſt:and the 
King by the taking of Stergard, advanc't as farre into the 
Countrey, asrightagain't Gartz and Grippenhagey; is defired 
by thoſe of Seerzn, tobefiege theſe two Townes; becauſe the 
Garriſons that lay in them, ufcdto ramble over all the Couts 


trey, 
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trey, to ſpoyle, and plunder, and ferch in contribution. But 
the King perceiving thoſe ſtrong places would take up roo 
much time , and he having a Deſigne to cleere the Dutchy of 
Mecklenburg , as well as Pomeren; tarnes halfe his Army 
backe againe to theſe quarters: with a purpoſe in time to 
take the chiefe paſſages thither, before the enemy ſhould 
prevent him, and put him thereby tomore trouble. Paſſing 
therefore beyond Stetin, and towards Straleſund: againe , he 
ſets him downe before Folgaſt ; whoſe Fort (as you heard) 
he had before taken, This is the chicfe City of the little woe befic- 
Dutchy of Wolgaft in Pomeren. The Townghe by fine force _ 
tooke in, wherein he found good ſtore of proviſion, both of 
Corne and Ammunition, In the heate of the affaule, the 
Garriſon and chiefe Citizens retire themſelues into the Ci- 
tadell or Caſtle ; this now the Kiog aſlieges- Torquati Conti 
the Emperours Generall in thoſe parts, lay with his Army 
at that time at eAnckiam, 15. Enghſs miles Eaſt of Wolgaſt. 
He hoping to reſcue the piece , comes with three Regiments 
nes. op % reliefe of it: but is well beaten for his labour; 
faid to looſe 12. Enfignes, and 3. Cornets in the skirmiſh. 
The Caſtle thus defeated of her ſuccours, parlies ; the Cen- 
ditions defired by the Garriſon, were , To march our like 
Souldiers with full Armes , Colours flying, matches li 
and their ſwords by their ſides. The King will let them goe 
out with no more, then white ſtaves in their hands. Thoſe 
termes refuſed, the King falls to mining, and with two

ae + i thus obtained, the King purpoſing a deſigne for 


a voyage into Mecklenburg, firſt cauſes the paſſage of Stolp to-

Colonell Dirickson with the Foot-forces, being conipyned 
with them. Towards the end of the Moneth, comes Sir 
Tohn Hepbarne, out of Pruſſia, with his Regiment; tobe Go 
vernour in the faid Towne: and the Countrey-Gentlemen, 
(invited by the Kings kind Letters) are alſo drawne into 
the Aion. All theſe, made up ſome 8000. fighring men : 
by which new Army, are the next Townes and paſſages of 
this B acke-Pomeren; in ſhort time cleered of the' i 
aliſts. 
This done, the Land of Xfarch, lying full South of them, 
and upon the Eaſt of the Oder, towards Poland; is refolved

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Afowobeing thus lodged inthe Towne; the Count of Afowtes 
Cnculi in his expedition ( ſome three dayes after ) towards 
Colbergen (of which , more by and by) hath a deſigne of ta- 
king in this Towne by the way. He not knowirg of another 
bird being in the neſt, before him; ſends three troopes of 
Curiaſſiers,andas many of Crabats or light horſemen; accom- 
panied with 1000, Muskettiers, to take poſſeſſion of the 
place. Monro having notice of their approaching, keepes his 
owne men doſeand quiet within the Towne : agreeing with 
the Burgers, to enter into treaty with the Imperialifts ; to 
yeald (with ſome adoe) unto Contribution ; and to adant 
200, of theminto their Towne; providing lodging for the 
reſidue within the Suburbs. The 200. being entred, andthe 
Ports.made faſt ; Afonro falls upon the execution : and having 
diſpattht thoſe within , ſallyes preſently wut upon the other. 
Agreed withall it was , that ſome of the Burgers ſhould be 
layd in Armes, at the further end of the ſtreets : who when 
CHorro began the execution , ſhould ſet fire on the out hou- 
ſes, and fall upon the enemy. Thus were the moſt of theſe, | 
coopt upand cat off allo : ſo thatby this ſtratagem, did 500.

Torquato Conti not ignorant of this , hath a defigne about The famous 
the beginning of November , for the relieving of the Towne , Onſlaughe ct 
and his owne treaſure in it: hoping either- ntterly to defeate C/berge7- 


Baudsſſenand Kniphanſen , that now blocktit up ; or atleaſt 
tobeate up a Quarter, and ſo to thruſt ſome ſaccours into it. 
Vponthis ſervice, is Monte Cucnti now (ent. Guſtavus Horne 
(then in the Campe at Steti») having notice of it, immediatley 
calls a Councell of Warre, The reſolution is, firſt to fend 
B audiſſen and Kniphasſen word of it : wiſhing them to ſtand 
upon their guard awhile, afſuringthem by ſuch atime tobe 
with them. This done , they draw out halfe of every Regi- 
ment, to goe along; every Colonell to command his owne; all 
being com men, ſuchas had no Colours with them * 
and for the defence of the Campe leaving the other halfe , 
withall the Lieutenant-Colonels, and Sir eAlexander Lefty 
to command all. Word alſo is ſent unto the Swedb/ſb Garrifons 
of Griffenberg and Golnaw, (iuſt in the way) tocomeand meet 
them. So that with theſe,and their fellowes before Colbergen, 
they might make ſome $000. Foot, anda moſt 4000. Horſe. 
The enemy was alſo ſome 9, or 10000, men; and thoſe u 
their march, at leaſt a day or two before Guflavas Horne 
notice of it : but they going the farther way about; through 
the Marck , and ſoalong behind Schiffeibien , (as farre from 
the Swedy/ Garriſons as they could, forfeare of being dif- 
covered, ) the Sweas/b were at Colbergen before them, There 
found they their owne men in arzy , end no newes 
of any Imperialifts yer. Conſulting what to doe , they there 
reſolved to ſtay inſight of the Towne, to amaze andaffray the 
enemy all that day;and then to take as many ontbf the Leaguer 
as might well be ſpared,and fo to march away by night,to meet 
Afonte-Cuculi. The valiant Baron Dyvel, (or Tyeffell) led the 
Datch: the Lord Reay commanded the refolute Scott men of 
his ownemation,& Bandiſſenthe herſe. Abont midnight comes 
a Country Boore unto them, with afſarance that the enemy had 
then taken up their-Quarter in 3. or 3. little Dorps, that wood 
| K 
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hard before them. This intelligence was wront for elſe 
might the Imperialiſts heyve marcht by them; and ſo have gone 
on, and defeated thoſe before Colbergen, firſt; and perchance 


theſe at Sterms afterwards. Here the Colonels adviſe what to 


doe. All,but Kniphax/en, reſolve toſurprize them as they now 
lay ſcattered and divided in theſe Villages: onely Kniphauſens 
advice was to ſtay till morning. His reaſons were , firſt th 
knew not the ſtrength and lodging of the enemy; ſo that if by 
any error they ſhould be defeated, Colberg and Srtetin, and all 
wereloſt. Againe, it was a very gagd picce of ſervice to have 
proven the enemy inhis defigne; and if they could notbeate 
im, it were enough to turne-hum-backe againe. And theſe rea» 
ſons prevailed: ſo that the Army a march, ſate there 
downe to refreſh themſclues.. Whileſt here they were, either 
the ſame Boere, or ſome other; goes and tells the Imperialiftr, 
that the Swedsſs were hard by them : ſo thatby 3. a clocke in 
the morning , they might perceive the enemies Dorps all on a 
flame: for _ rifingto be gone homewards, had now ſet fire 
upon their Quarters. The Swedss perceiving this,fall generally 
toblame XK »iphaxſev;reſolving inſtantly to purſue them. Com- 
ming to the forſaken Dorps, there knocke they downe ſome 
fixty men, that the enemy had left behind : and fo follow on 
the reſt. At breake of day, they had ſight of the retyring enc- 
my, upon a faire Heath: whereupon the Swedihorſe making 
more ſpeed., by eighta clocke were upon the necks of them. 
The enemy making e-#/t; tures faces about to them : where- 
upen the Swedy/b Horſe forbeare to charge, till their owne 
Foot ſhoald be commeup to them : who now doubling their 


march, were hard at hand with them.. Thus when the enemy 


makes a ſtand; ſo doe the Swedifs too : and when the enemy 
marches, the other lyes beating upon their Reexe. The Crabats 
(or Imperial! Horſe) perceiving themſelves likely to be over- 
matche with numbers play the P«rrons, and runne away. The 
Foot goe on in this faſhion, till they come to a Dorpe, or Vil 
hge, called Faldinbruch , where was a Paſle at a Water-Mill; 
over Whoſe bridge they. were to goe : and there ene of the 
RG Bo on Rc. foully ſtopt up their paſ- 
fage. being crowded anddilordered , the foremeſt be-- 
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gin to flee. And now fell there ſo ſudden and ſo eamiſt, 
that a man could hardly diſcerne two Pikes length him. 
The enemies Foot that could not get over the. Bridge , be- 
tocke themſelves into the marith by the Rivers ſide, 
there upon their owne defence , with Matches Cockt , 
Muskets upon their Reſts. The Swedy/S comming np to them, 
pres mere proffering to ſerve the King of Swe- 
den , upon condition every Officer to be undertlicKing ; the 
ſame they wereunder the Emperour : otherwiſe, they-would 
dielike brave men, and ſell their tives as deare as they conld, 
Quarter and Conditions are bothgrantcd them. So that there 
ſtill a while they ſtood, Bur to ſee the lucke of it ! iuſt in the 
meane time, returnes Baudiſſen : who having beene purſuing 
the enemies Horſe that fled, and now ſo utterly rowted them, 
that ſcarce 10.0f them remained in a Company, (and thoſe loſt 
in the miſt too) he ſceing the enemy ſtand whole in a body to- 
gether, and notknowing of any agreement; falls to charge 
them with his Horſe, They perceiving this, Dogan to ſuſpeR 
treachery init ; that the Swedss Horle ſhould fall upon their 
Reere, and the Footupontheir Vx;and ſo they ſhould periſh 
betwixt both. To prevent which, they putting themſclues un- 
to twodiviſions,turne backe to backe:thoſe next ro Bawadsſſex, 
all at once giving faire fire upon him. That volley,made a Fell 
of many abrave man. Baxdsſſen charges againe, c home, 
and thorow them : utterly breakes , anddefeates them. The 
other Swea/b Body of Horſe hearing the fight, and the miſt 
not ſuffering them to diſcerne the matter ; 1magined verily , 
that the enemy had bin comne backe againe : 'yea, meſſenger 
comes upon meſſenger with the newes , Our men are utterly 
defeated, And when as ſorne of the Horſe that had the Vas of 
the Swedens Foote, came towards them ; they certainely be- 
leeved them to be enemies, andtherr owne men to be 
ted; andthereupon giue fire upon them, The other , thinke 
the Devillto be init : and that their Foote had beene | defea- 
ted, andtheſe tobe enemies: and therefore flie backe againe 
to their fellowes. Others alſo comming upon their Van, they 
fall to charge them: the other as faſt letting flic at them againe. 
Thus having no Colours with them, they knew not friends 
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from focs, their enemies from their Fellowes. In this miſcrable 
error; and myſticall medly,doe the Swedes continue, untill 4. a 
clockeat night, whes by finding ſome of their own tobeſlaine 
whom they well kgew)thcy began to.find their miſtake. The 
mpecrours whoſe: forces, both foot and horſe, were defeated: 
their Canon,all their baggageand 4. Cotnets,taken from them, 
All the Swedes Horſe, except Bandsſſens owne Regiment, ran 
away;as alſo rhebody of their Foot did, which wereled by the 
young Grave of Tbwrae, 8 Colonel Walenſtein: only the Uan 
of the Swedsb foot ſtood firme:Commanded by Baron Tewffel, 
the Lord Reay,& Sir Tobn Hepbarn Sothat both the Armies had 
runaway inthe miſt : except Bawdiſen and his Regiment of 
Hogfe,8 the Ya»of Foot aforeſaid. Thee ſtaied after the fight, 
to buty theie Hlaine fellowes, This pretty-kind of batrell hapned 
upon the 1 3.0f Novem.1630. In which,what with thoſe that 
wereſlaine by the enemy,and what they had killed themſelves, 
were 500.men loſt.Thereſt, partly laughing at their owne miſ- 
take,partly forry for their fellowes & Comrades, & partly glad 
to havedefcated the encmy,return homewards pin: Band 
& K niphanſen unto their fiege;8 the otherunto their Leagwer. 
Preſently after this, in the, middle of the ſame November 
were there 1 82. houſes burnt within Colbergen : the fault was 
laidupon the negligence of aſeruant; thongh others ſuſpe&ed 
itto be a yillany. of the beſieged : ſure it ts, that there were 
Letters intercepted by the Swedsſs , which ſhould have pers 
ſwaded the Garriſon that ſeeing they could not be relieved, 
the beſt way were to firethe Towne; and by a reſolure fally, 
tobreakethorow the enemy. This is like-vnto the /mperiahſ?s 
iſes tn other places ; who at Gartz. and Grippenhagen 2+ 
the ſame time, made {tay of all the- Boats that came up 
the Ocer; an—_—_—_ to fire Stargard with them, by that 
meanes to have delivered Colberges. The ſame they threatned 
unto Stetm alſo: which made thoſe Townes ſtand upon their 
the ſurer. Towards the end of November , the Swedes 
cut off the freſh water that ſerved the City. In the begin- 
ning of December, the beſieged-upon an advantage fallying 
out}, farprize a Lieutenant , with ſome 30. of their enemies : 
and the Srediſo withina while after, cut off a Convoy of 180; 
* Wagons 
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Wagons laden with Corne and other proviſions, which wag 
going into the City:an hundred of which they bring away;the 
reſt which they had not time nor meanes to doe , they ſer fire 
on. In February , when the King was gone towards Meck/en« 
burg;the Garriſon making abroad, fetch in 5 00. head of Cateell 
one with another. Thus paſt their encounters too and againe 
betwixt them, till the end of Febrwary: the 26. whereof they 
now finding their proviſions to faile within, and their hopes 
without; ſend to parly with Guſtavus Horne, who acquaints 


the King with it. His Maieſty condiſccnds, to let them come colbergen yeil- 
out with Colours flying , matches light, full Armes, bag and dd. 


baggage,and two pieces of Ordnance, They were inall x 500. 
men; whereof 9. Companies of Foot, and 2, of Horſe: all 
which were by the Sweds/5 conueyed to Schiffelbien: whence 
they wereto marchunto Landesrberger.Thus that ſtrong Town 
which hadbeene 3, yeeres in fortifying, (the Country people 
for 10,0r 12, miles compaſſe, having beene enforced to labonr 
at it, )is now after 5. moneths lee, upon the ſecond of March 
(old ſtile) taken in by the Kings forces : who found in it, gr. 
pieces of Ordnance of a greater bore, and 19. ſmaller Ficld- 
picces: 224. barrels of powder, with proportionable Ammu- 
nition. The day after the yeelding, a ſhip comming with men 
and victuals for their relizfe,(not knowing of it,) falls into the 
hands of the Swedens. 

A report was alſo ſpread abroad in the Country, that before 
their giving up of the Towne, they haddig'd mines, and layd 

un-powder and burning matches by it; which after 2. or 3. 
; na ſhouldtake fireandblow up the Town: &thatthe Swedes 
in goodtime diſcoucring it, ſent after them in all haſte, to call 
them backe to an account for their baſe trechery. But this we 
cannot affirme: notwithſtanding it be a common praQtice in the 
warres. True it is, that they were ſent for backe, and ſtaydat 
Friedburg in the Now-arks:but this was by reaſon of Tilyes 
cruelty , at his taking of New- Brandenburg about this time, 
Where he put almoſt all to the ſword, 

All the backe of Pomeren being thus cleered by the taking 
of Colberg : turne we backe now againe, to what was in the 
meane time done in other places, The King | ( who would ſee 
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to the doing of all)leaving his Army in Meck/enbarg,was now 
come backe into Pomeren; and now caſts higeie upon Gri 


hagen. This Towne ſcituate upon the North-banke of the ' 


Oder, ſome 3. Leagues from Sterin; is naturally a very ſtrong 
lace, A piece of much importance withall , by reaſon of the 
ridge whichit hath over the Odey, by which there is caſie 

paſſage cither to offend or relieve the Land of March on the 

Eaſt ſide, and Pomeren and Brandenburg on the Welt. In it lay 

an Imperiall Garriſon of ſome 3090. men : and Don Capua a 

Spaniard, was their Governour. In I»ly 1630. therefore, the 

King taking ſome 5. Regiments of Foot, and one of Horſe a- 

long with him,and ſending his Ammunition up the Oder goes 

tolooke upon the place, as thoſe of Stetin had requeſted him. 

Being one day defirous to fatisfic himſelfe in the viewing cf 

a Paſſe, with 24. horſe only in his attendance; he falls into an 

Ambuſh of 60. horſe : where valiantly defending himſelfe a 

while; he is very timely fetcht oft by 4. troopes of his owne 

horſe,which came in upon the ſpurre,ſo ſoon as they heard the 

Piſtols goe off. The place he finds not only hor,but heavie:nor 

ſo calie to be carried: and eſpecially for that then the Imperial 

Army lay at Gartz, ſome few miles above it onthe other (ide 

of the Oder. Therefore gines he it over for thar time. After his 

comming backe from Mecklenburg againe , his Majeſty upon 

Decem.23,(old ſtile)with ſome 1 2.Regiment of foot,and 85. 
troopes of horſe,in perſon drawes downe towards the Town; 

about the evening,ſhewing himſelfe in battell-aray before it. 

Finding there a naturall — (or hill) a little wide of the 
place of execution; there cauſes he ſome 18. pieces of Demi»

9. a clocke in the morning, begins a moſt furious battery: 10. 
1 5.0r 18. pieces of Canun,continually going off together. The 

King now ſuppoſing the breach to be faultable, calling 7obn

Colonell unto Barori Dyvef, Colonell of his owne Guards ) 
commands him to put on his armour, and goe to view the 
breach. He finding it not ſaultable, the battery is renewed for

had beene enemies. The ſame errour poſſeſſes the othertoo,, 
who lay as faſt at them againe: here were Sir Thomas C 

and Licutenant Colonell Fi/dciſen, both hurt by their friends : 
and ſo had many more beene,had not a Swede by crying O God, 
in his owne language (as he had received a mortall ſhot) diſco- 
vered the miſtake. This done, both joyne togetheragainſt the 
Towne:. where they found not muchreſiſtance. AlltheGarri. 
ſon(excepting ſome few left behind to ſer fire on the Towne) 
were fl e-The Governor Don Capnaa Spaniard,having 
receiveda ſhot in his thigh, either couldnot or would not flie; 
but was there taken priſener:dying of his wound ſhortly after 
at Sterin, His Sergeant Major Don Antonio, was made priſoner 
alſo:with ſome other of the better ſort. Few were here ſlaine 
on either ſideand few priſoners taken.

Conritheir General into the Fieldz- the King with ſome may 
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thouſand Foot and twenty-fonre troopes of Horſe , preſents 
himſelfe before his Trenches,about mid- Awgn/t 1630. He nor © 
diſpoſed to come out, northe King to aſſault him in his Quar. 
ters; returnes home againe, In his returne hee lights vpon #4 
lenſteynes Cofin, (the Emperours great Generall ) drawne ina 
Coach and fixe horſes ; guarded withan indifferent Convoy, 
Whom the Kings Horſe forthwith charging, take 1 2 priſo- 
ners,and ſome 3s horſes. The young Gentleman quitting hig 
Coach, eſcapes away on horſe-backe. The plague mach raging 
in Summer time about the Army at Gratz, T orguato ſends the 
diſeaſed inte other Quarters; entertaining 2000, Crabats in 
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their places, About mid-September, there fell eut a moſt bloo- 
dy fight: wherein thoſe of Gratz were ſaid to looſe more 
thena 1000 menzand yet I report but the third part. They about 
the ſame time, beate a Convoy of the Swedes alſo ; and bring a- 
way 100 horſes into their Campe. In the beginning of 'De« 
cember ſome are ſent thence into Meckenbirg : at other times, t 
ſome othersare ſentto lye in Garriſon in the Townes of the C 
Land of March. beyond Grippenhagen. Others, had beene ſent 1 
tothe reliefe of Colbergen: ſome,ſlaine;and very many,dead of y 
the Plague. Andthushadthis Army beene impaired. Grippene 
hagen, fore, being now taken and ſerled : within a day or ſi 
twoafter Chriſtmas day, the King direAs his whole Army to» F 
wards Gratz. Part of whichgocs on one fide of the Oder,and le 
part upon the ether. A royall Fort there was before it,buile in b 
a moraſle (for the guard of the Oder-bridge) called Morewitz, et

away ran the ZmperiallGarrifon : of which his Majeſty ha- 


ving ſpeedy notice, he the ſame day ſends ſome troupes thi- 
ther, and takes it, Thoſe of Dammin (a very ſtrong Towne) 


fearing tobe taken unfurniſhed, with all ſpeed ſend to Gripſ< 


wald, neere Straleſundt, for more Ordnance : but neither this, 
nor their ſo ſtrong fortifications will ſerve their tarne. For 
February 14+ the King ſets downe to the fiege : after a hide. 
ous battery, is the Caſtle firſt of all taken : in it, were ſeven 
Companies of Colonell Holcks Regiment z who ſubmicting 
themſclyes unto the King, were forthwith entertained tto 
his ſervice.

Licutenant Generall Heberſtein was ſlaine : fo 
were Heids, Waifteis, and Towr, all Colonels; with fifty other 
Captaines and Officers:and 1703.Souldiergar the leaſt,dead up- 
on the place: beſides thoſe that were drown'd,and others found 
in Cellars, Chambers,and elſe-where: as many more perchance. | 
Colonell Sparre a Pomerlander borne, being here taken ; was 
with ſeven other Lieutenant-Colonels,and fome ſeven handred 
common Soaldiers, ſent priſoner into Sterww. Enſignes were 
there 2 3.(ſome ſay 41 and fare there could be little lefſe) with

To hinder them, and to blocke up the Towne of 
Landrsberg withall ; hee leaves ſome 3000. men thereabouts, 
The King alſo himſelfe more ſtronglyblocks it up, when he fate 
downe with his Army at Coninxbergen; and perchance hadnot 
Tily,chen beene about to come ; he mighe then have had apur- 
pole to have it; buta ſadden and a great froſt hapning 
withall, in the endof lenny ; the King riſes, and paſſes into 
HMeck{enburg : yer hill Th 
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by other encounters): in the beginning of March, the Imperia- 
kf: fallying out;are beaten in again,all bur two hnndred;which 
were leftbchind,as priſoners. In mid-4farch,the King paſſes 0» 
verthe River Warta neere unto it. Towardsthe end of Afarch, 
he laying a bridge over the Odey at Sweds ( where he hejd his 
ſtrong Leaguer) he had from thence a faire paſſage both to thar 
Towne, and vnto Frenckford: vnto which ſiege when as him« 
ſelfe in perſon went; then was Gnftavns Horne againe ſent toe 
wards this Lendtrberg , with twenty Comets of Horſe, and 
Foot proportionable: No ſooner was Franckſord taken;but the 
King the very next day , diſpatches 4000. men thitherward : 
himſelfe the fifth of Aprillikewiſe following. And now goe 
they toit in good earneſt : the King with Sir /»bn Hebron, on 
one ſide of the River Warta, and Horne on the other, On the 
Kings fide,was the Towne naturally guarded, by acertainemo» 
raſſe or marifh : over which , the King by the guidance of a 
Boore ſo ſuddenly paſſes, that he was betweene the. Sconces 
and the Towne,before the amazed Garriſon lookt for it, Vpon 
the 15. of eFprill ( the King having fully finiſht his works ) 
by 3. a clocke inthe Morning, falles ſtrongly upon their out- 
works, and takes them : and three hundred ſouldiers in them 
which were willing to ſeruc under the Kings Colours, Young 
Colonell Crats the Governours ſonne is (laine; the reſt ſeei 
all hope of reliefe to be cut off, by the taking of Franckford: 
demand Conditions and haue them. The next day therefore(be- 
ing Saterday ) by cight a clocke in the morning, out they march Taken, 
with bag andbaggage,and 4. Field pieces;and as much powder; 
as would diſcharge them foure times over. The Garriſon was 
ſome 5000.in all; amongſt which were 12, troopes of Horſe; 
whomthe Swedes convoyed vnto Great G/ogow 1n Silefie, This 
wasa goodly Towne and a ſtrong ; molt baſely givenupby a 
company of Cullions, asthe Swed:/s call'd them : who much 
wondred to have won the Town fr6 ſo ſtrong agarriſan,with 
ſo few Forces. The Imperialiſts being by their tellowes blamed, 
for deliveringup ſo ſtrong a Peice upon ſuch eaſie termes: ' ex» 
cuſe themſelves by their wants of proviſions.But the Swedes 84 
yow,they never ſaw men better provided, They came out =

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foure fat horſes in a waggon, generally ; flitches of Bacon, 8c. 

ing by the Waggons fides. Their owne horſes being fat 
andfleeke. And ſo weretheir whores too ; of which they 
brought out full 2000. with them : beſides a rabble of vnne- 
ceſfary hangbyes : enough tohave undone a Garriſon. Thus are 
all thoſe parts of Poweren and Marck/and, quite cleered ; and 
all paſſages open into Sileſia. 

At the ſametime, therefore that the King ſent one Army a+ 
gainſt Zavdesberg ; he diſpatcht the Rhynegrave and Bands 
ſen, with 7s, ns into Silefa, which is hard by Frenck- 
ford, They fallnpon Croſſex, the next great Towne upon the 
Oder: which they preſently take upon agreement: after which, 
they fetch in Contribution out of. the Country, as farre as Sa» 

anand Great Glgowalſo, This put the Imperials/ts in ſuch 

care, that withall ſpeed(namely, about the end of Apri) the 
Emperour ſends his Ambaſſadors to the States of Sile/ie: unto 
whom (now metat Breſlaw, the chiete City cf Sileſia) are 
theſe grating propoſitions offered. 

1, That for every Oxepaltured betwixt the Rivers Oder 
and Beber, the Countrey people ſhould pay the Emperour 
three Creirzers a weeke, and for thoſe beyond,two Creitzers.

The Emperour is now enforced te lay Contribations, upon
